That the ruins were 
known at the lime of the Spanish In 
vasion, there can he no doubt, inas 
much as iho journals of travellers so 
late as 1540 give excellent descriptions 
of them just as we sec them to-day.

quantity, while the large ones are itpt 
IQ run too much lo llcsh to make them 
profitable dairy animals. 
Tho medium 


si/cd ones invariably produce the best 
resulls, and a heavy milker and a large 
butter maker is seldom fat, ns Ihe ma- 
jority of the food she consumes is con. 
vcrlcd inlo milk and butler. 
The 


head should be fine and bony, wilh 
small horns, large mealy nose and 
shapely ears. The base of ihe horn.-f 
and ihe inside of the cars should bo of 
bright golden color. 
We have never 


yet seen an animal wilh honisaml c.us 
well colored 
(golden yellow) wlm h 


failed lo make a fine quality of butler, 
and highly colored. 
The body should 


be of good tiize, and ihc width and 
deplh rapidly increase a.s it runs to the 
rear or hind quarters.

States sought admission to the Union, 
and ihe question arose "Shall they be 
admitted as free or slave States?" 
Then tho voice ol thunder was heard 
in the distance, 
New States were ad- 


mitted, some free, others slave: The 
Missouri Compromise was made which 
provided that new States admitted 
south of thirty degrees and thirty min- 
utes north latitude should be admitted 
as free or slave Statqs as their people 
should elect when admitted j but that 
north of that line slavery should not 
be, 
My the admission of California as 


a free State, lying parlly north and 
partly south of this line, the compro- 
mise waS practically repealed, and it 
was claimed that the people 
of any 


new State, seeking admission to the 
Union should at the lime of making 
such application, determine for them*. 
selves ihe question of slavery or free- 
dom and be admitted 
accordingly. 


Slaveholders bought lands in the Terri- 
tories anil improved them with slave 
labor) and) Hot being themselves reai« 
dent in such Territory, claimed a voice 
in the formation of the constitution of 
the proposed State. This was bitterly 
opposed and the opposition developed 
the theory that slavery in any Terri- 
tory of the United States was unlaw- 
ful) while the slave-holder claimed 
that he had the same right ns any 
other citixen to go into the Territories 
with his pl'dperty to ooctlpj* and 


granted. 
The cloud 
had 
grown 


darker and spread' wider till it envel- 
oped in its folds twelve States and cast 
its dark and threatening shadow over 
all 
the 
Territories. 
Finally 
the 


haughty and arrogant slave-holders, 
failing, and seeing that they must fail, 
to secure all they demanded, formally 
executed their oft-repealed threat to 
dissolve the Union and resume all the 
rights delegated by them to it, This 
they called secession, and claimed that 
under the Constitution they had this 
power. 
The heart of the Nation ab- 


horred this doctrine; and its common 
sense named the so-called act of seces- 
sion "treason and rebellion." 


The storm had burst upon us; far 


away to the south the flash and roar 
of guns were heard. Rebels had fired 
upon the Stars and Stripes. Men who 
jclicved that the claims of the slave- 
lolders lo equal rights in the Tcrri- 
lories, were just—men who utterly re- 
nidialcd these claims and men who 
jought the total abolition of slavery 
everywhere, were amazed, astonished 
ind outraged by this overt act of fla- 
grant treason and unprovoked and 
causeless rebellion, War was upon 
us. At the call of the President 75,- 
ooo men, 300,000, 600,000, 1,100,000 
ncn and upwards, sprang to arms, 
''or four 
years they fought; blood 


lowed in streams and treason beyond 
estimate was poured out. 


On a beautiful Sabbath morning, 


he ninth of April, 1865 at Appomat- 
ox C. H., Gen, R. 1C. Lee, Command- 
er in Chief of the rebel army, surrend- 
ered lo General Grant, and the rebel- 
ion was no more. 


The unclean spirit of slavery was

ors of opinion and speculation, They 
uul been called in question in Con- 
gressional debates, and almost every 
)osition advanced by one side was 
controverted by the other,

were but lew powers ascertained and 
aetlled by authoritative! action. 
The 


general Government was in the plas- 
ic, formative slate of raw youth, full 
of latent, undeveloped possibilities, The 
executive machinery was crude and 
n many instances not adapted lo deal 
with armed treason and rebellion,

wasasseitcd that the President had 
lot authority to call out the power of 
the Nation; that he could not march 
iiis army over the territory of a sov- 
•eign Stale lo coerce a seceded Stale; 
that he had no power to call out the 
militia of life Stales for a longer period 
than nine months; that he had not 
and Congtesn could not give him pow- 
er to draft or conscript citizens who 
were unwilling to serve voluntarily; 
that Congrcss^had no power to issue 
and make legal the greenback, and, in 
short, that the whole war was uncon- 
stitutional, and whatever Congress or 
the President found necessary to b e 
done, and found themselves called 
upon to do quickly, was'sure to be the 
very thing, in the judgment of the 
numerous, and sometimes able critics, 
that the Constitution had not provided 
for, or had forbidden 


Now we know that the armies of 


the United States may march over the 
territory of a sovereign State; we 
know that the President may coerce a 
seceded State; we know that a State 
may not nullify the acts of the Gener- 
al Government; we know that the 
Constitution is an organic law and not 
a more written contract, and that the 
union of she Stales is vital and inher- 
ent, 
We know that accession is trea- 


son, and that for a sovreign State to 
sei/e and hold adversely the property 
of the Government within its territory 
is rebellion and that the war was in all

and right,

have now become settled and known

There is but one man 
in this nineteenth century whose hat- 
red pursues his enemy into the grave, 
and that singular and sinister distinc- 
tion belongs to the Cast Iron Chancel- 
lor of the German K.mpirc — the man 
whose unique and .special claim to 
greatness consists in achieving victories 
over dead men and lick pigs. 
Ger- 


many will not forget that Uisnurck 
mutilated 'the memory of the dead 
Lasker, nor will America forget that 
her intended kindness was met by 
wanton insult. 
JHit this is a digres- 


sion. 


The spirit of this memorial is the 


spirit of peace, of love and forgiveness, 
Let the bitterness of the past be all 
forgotten —

our laws nnd given them form

substance as the conduct of mankind 
required docs not deter the lyrqin learn 
ing an experience from condemning 
the whole, and

to dictate 


what tho law ought lo be. 
As a re- 


sult men 
arc- encouraged to dispise 


and disregard the law whenever it 
stands in their way. 
They arc en- 


couraged to avenge Iheir own wrongs 
and enforce their own rights 
Hence 


it is that legal execution in capital 
cases are the exceptions—lynching 
the rulr. 
The doctrine of Stales' 


rights as Hct forth 
in Ihe Virginia and 


Kentucky resolutions of 1798 tended 
to the disunion and disintegration of 
the States, 
This doctrine was wiped 


out by the war. The present tenden- 
cies, before mentioned, are towards 
anarchy, and are exemplified in lynch- 
ings and riots, »ome of which are re- 
cent and startling in their character, 
and are encouraged, if not cau«cd, by 
the course and influence of the press 
in a great measure.' These tendencies 
are wrong in principle and dangerous 
in character, 


Let us think about these thinp lo- 


day, 
In Ihe National Cemetery at 


Washington City there is erected a 
magnificent lomb to the unknown 
dead; upon the South side of it is ihe 
following inscription; "The 
grave 


should be surrounded by everything 
that inspires tenderness and venera- 
tion for the dead, or that might win 
the erring to virtue, 
It is not the 


place of disgust and dismay; but of 
sorrow and meditation." 


This day then should be the mile 


stone in our progress at which we stop 
and take our bearings, 
ascertain our 


true position and determine our future 
course. 


One more thought. 
I have pur- 


posely and studiously refrained from 
any language that would distinguish 
one section of the country from anoth- 
er or recognize sectionalism in any 
form, but we 
cannot 
forget that 


Memorial 
Day was established lo 


•preserve and strengthen kind and 
fraternal feelings between 
soldiers, 


sailors and marines, who united for 
the suppression of the rebellion," and 
that when the day was fust observed, 
the graves ot Confederates not only 
were not decorated, but no one was 
allowed on that day to scatter flowers 
uji<}n ^heir graces. 
Shall we refuse

In the spirit of this beautiful senti- 


ment let us lay to heart the lessons of 
the war — let us, from year to year, on 
Ihin day review the life and services of 
Ihe soldiers of Ihe Union, the living as 
well as the dead, Iheir marches and 
batik's ; their sufferings from cold, from 
hunger and 
thirst; 
from 
racking 


chills and burning fever; from impris- 
onments and cruel wounds ; 
from 


watchings and weariness; thrir patient 
heroism and devotion to principles ; 
their 
unselfishness 
and patriotism. 


Let us recount the story of these no- 
ble lives, so beautiful in their complete- 
ness and worthy of all honor. 


Let us cherish the Union ihcy gave 


us ; its laws and institutions with re- 
spect and reverence 
and transmit 


them unimpaired to those who shall 
come after us. 


Laying aside all prejudice, all ran- 


cor and ill will, thrusting out of »i|ht 
and blotting from memory the spirit of 
sectionalism and parly hate— "with 
charity for all and 
malice toward 


none," on each recurring memorial 
day, with impartial hand and uncover- 
ed head deck with sweet flowers of 
spring lime the graves of the Hlue and 
the Gray,

with wreathi and Iwwketi of flowers in 
hand, headed by the PUinfield Cornet 
Band, followed by W. C. Workman 
Post, G. A. K., ex-Soldiers, Sunday 
School SchoUrs, and citizens. 
After 


decorating the graves of the deceased 
soldiers the procession WHS again form- 
ed, marched back to the church where 
Rev. John 1. Wilson delivered a most 
interesting and eloquent .sermon to the 
large audience. 


Rev. D.Trucman in his Memorial 


discourse on Sabbath, May 35, before 
W. C. Workman 1'osl, (J. A, K.> and 
others of the audience, said : 


"1 speak not to-day in memory of 


the dead nor eulogy ol the living, but 
1 speak of our Nation's strength, of 
her dangers, and of her hopes of per- 
petuity." 


He then proceeded lo illustrate our 


National strength—strong in the influ- 
ence of our Puritan foundeis; 
strong 


in our experience of more than a cen- 
tury ; strong In the discovery and cor- 
rcction of political imperfections; strong 
in patriotism, statesmanship, 
men, 


means and munitions of war. "And," 
said he, "the rock on which our strength 
rents is that the I/ord is our CHX) ; lie 
has blessed us in peace ami when 
could not be avoided he led us to vic- 
tory." 


In speaking of our dangers as a 


Nation he said we have liltle to dread 
from foreign invasions, but much to 
fear from popular evils lhat grow 
out of our free institutions, 


Among our greatest evils lie classed 


intemperance, Ihe sale of beer and 
whisky, 


He said all honor lo the temperance 


workers; they have done nobly, but 
they can never suppress an evil tlul 
our Government sustains by precept 
and by example. 
As well attempt lo 


dry up the ocean1. The liquor traffic, 
he said, had increased more than 500 
per cent, in the last 20 years, and what 
will il be in the next 20 ? 


lie said he feared that this evil, like 


that of American slavery, will only be 
suppressed by strong means such as 
the tramp of the warrior and ihe clang- 
or of arms. 


We have sinned by tampering with 


this evil, and for this sin we must suf- 
fcr.

The Finance Committee of the Hoard 


of County Commissioners, to which 
was referred the petition of the Mt, 
V,, C, & W, Ry C«. asking that a pro- 
position to subscribe $100,000 to the 
capital stock of that company be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the qualified voters 
of Ohio connty, met yesterday after- 
noon at the court house to consider 
the matter, By special invitation sev- 
eral members of the Board 'not 'mem 
bers of the Committee wcre^ also pres- 
ent, as well 'as Col; Wilkinson, Messrs, 
S P. Hildreth, W. A, Wilson 'and G, 
Smith, of the City Council, and others..
